from a mine cave hole thirty feet deep 
In th e 300 block of L uzerne St., in 
the Bellevue section of the city. 
T he men

and Ralph 
Massenkiel, 
twenty-five 
both of West Scranton, did not ap pear 
to be seriously hurt after their long 
And terrifying experience, 
but were 
removed to the Moses Taylo r Hospital 
hi an am bulan ce for examination 
Williams was 
rescued a t 
ll.40 
o ’clock and twenty minutes later the 
re scuers pulled Massenkiel out of the 
hole on a rope with block an d tackle 
Several th ousand personss 
crowded 
about the large cave-in cheered wild­ 
ly as the imprisoned men were re leas­ 
ed. 
Williams and Massenkiel were two 
b t thirt y Glen Alden re pairm e n sent 
To Luzerne St., yesterday m ornin g af 
ter a portion of the 300 block dropped 
nearl y forty feet, two homes 
were 
wrecked, two women, Miss Mary I-ally 
and Mrs. F ra n k Casterline, were in­ 
jured and a score narr ow ly escaped 
death. 
Several truck lo adss of dirt had been 
d u m p e d into the deepest part of the 
cave hole on the street when Williams 
and Massenkiel went down into the 
hole to shovel. They had been there 
but a few minutes when a n o th e r s u b ­ 
sidence occurr ed at 2.30 p. rn., and 
burled 
them. 
William s’ head 
was 
Visible and 
workmen 
quickly 
dug 
down to his shoulders and fastened a 
rope around him. 
Massenkiel had 
disappeared, 
but 
Williams told re scuers he could feel 
him moving under his legs. A tube was 
ru n into the earth to furnis h air to 
Massenkiel. A half h our later rescue 
gangs had cleared aw ay debris from 
Masaenkiel’s head and shoulders, and 
he was able to talk and told them his 
legs were doubled up under him. 
It was thought that both men would 
he pulled out in a few hours, but tile 
situation became so da ngerous that 
rescue work became exceedingly slow 
because of fresh slides occ urrin g as 
dirt was removed from around 
the 
men imprisoned. 
Massenkiel 
joked 
with the rescuers and asked to see a 
ne w sp a pe r w'ith pictures of the ca ve­ 
in. 
When da rkne ss 
appro ached 
elec­ 
tricians hung lights over the cave hole 
and the res cu ers continued their task. 
The cave, declared one of the worst 
in the city’s history, is over w o rk ­ 
ings of the Baker Colliery of the Glen 
Alden Coal Company. 
John Williams, seventy-five-year-old 
father of William Williams, appeared 
goon after news real bed him th a t his 
son was trapped, and rem ained on the 
seene until the men were rescued. As 
his son was lifted into the am bulance 
the old man em br ac ed him and said, 
“ Thank G o d !” 
Mftssenkiel’s brothers and oth er re l­ 
atives were at the cave all afternoon 
and night until he was pulled up. They 
hugged and kissed him and wept. 
Williams could have been lifted out 
of the cave hole early 
last evening, 
but Massenkiel was lying beneath him 
in such a m a nne r that it was feared 
that to lift Williams out would turn 
loose sections of the em bankm ent and 
bury Massenkiel. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock yesterday a f­ 
ternoo n rescuers were able to fasten 
belts of electric linemen around both 
attached to the belts and then fastened 
to block and tackle thirt y feet above 
Williams and Massenkiel. Ropes were 
the street level.
